here are strong reasons for believing that this organization 
will continue to exist as long as there is sufficient number of 
Chinese students in this country. One of the reasons is that it 
has a definite and distinct task to perform—the task of influenc- 
ing the character of the future rulers of China toward good. It is 
doing a work which is beyond the reach of any foreign mis- 
sionary board or society and which promises to have far-reaching 
consequences. The Association as it stands represents the time 
and effort of many conscientious Christian students and their 
friends. It is the fruit of their earnest prayers. Indeed it stands 
for the love and good will of those who have the welfare of 
humanity at heart and who have caught the spirit of that Great 
Teacher who came not to be ministered unto, but to minister. 
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unique personality of Jesus Christ and have become His faithful 
followers. Others have been cleared of the prejudice and mis- 
understanding which they entertained toward the Christian’ re- 
ligion. Some of the indifferent Christians have been made active 
while not a few have openly confessed that were it not for the 
Association the interest they had toward the Christian religion 
would have been entirely lost. In connection with this phase of 
the subject one of our number has fittingly said: “In the work 
of the Association, there must necessarily be results which cannot 
be gauged by the ordinary means of physical measurement, and 
yet they may have influences and weight far exceeding those 
more material. The enlistment of students, in noble movements 
means more than the mere number; the interest in the study of 
the Christian religion works in minds transformations un- 
observed; and the arousing of the inert spirit of our Christian 
students to active Christian work is of priceless value. The 
warmth of enthusiasm eludes the thermometer, and the feelings 
of friendship, comradeship, and brotherhood are too fine and too 
strong for any electric or seismic instrument to detect or record.” 

The relationship which exists between the Association and other 
student organizations is a most pleasant and close one. There are 
at present besides the Christian Association three important 
organizations among the Chinese students in the United States, 
namely, The Chinese Students’ Alliance, The Academy of Arts 
and Science, and the Chinese National Union. The Alliance aims 
to promote the social phase of student life, the Academy en- 
courages the investigation of knowledge, and the Chinese National 
Union lays its emphasis upon the political welfare of China. In 
all these three movements the members of the Association have 
always shown deep interest and taken active part. Almost all 
the important offices of the three organizations just mentioned are 
filled by the members of the Association. Thus the Association 
through its members is able in a way to shape the policy and 
change the tone of all the other student organizations and to con- 
tribute its share in making them strong factors for whatever is 
good, noble and manly. 

This movement of the Chinese students has an important part 
to play in the regeneration of China. The men and women stud- 
ents from China represent the flower of the younger generation.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of May 30th with reference to the enquiry put to you 


by President Falconer,of Toronto University. 


I regret to state that a Chinese Student,who 
may be well qualified to take even a Post-Graduate course 
in any of the Universities of Canada,must pay $500 capi- 
tation Tax upon entering Canada. This is refunded to 
him after attending University for one scholastic year. 

Students of the lower elasses also have to 
pay ~500,and may get a refund after two years'attendance 

Prior to July 20th,1908,accredited students 
were exempt from the vayment of the danitation Tax,but 


late in the Session the British Columbian Representatives 


in Parliament appeared to take control of the Chinese 
Legislation;and,do what I could,I was unable to pre- 
vent the infliction of this $500 Tax on students already 


possessing an advanced education. 


Such restriction is not imposed even in the 


United States,where they have practically exclusion 


of chinese.
